In a lengthy prellml nary discuesion, part of whioh vag held ln my 
Office with Herr BACHMAHH , I was aoqnainted »Ith the reaeon 
for thls lntarrogation, 

Concaminj my present work I aay say that sino« 1950 I bars beco 
dolng Journaliatio work together with Herr BACKHAUS. At tbe tlae tt 
wäre both working for "Fortschritt" , «hieb wa left, I think ln spring 
of 1952« Harr BACHKAJH aatabllahed tbe "Bonner Informationsiianat" 
whioh is printad by IGB Press» Thls ia pnrely inforaation aerrloe of 
a politioo-aoonoaio natura« X jolned Harr BACHMAHK, and I in aupposed 
to be his aaslatsnt« 

«y financial Situation ls as followsi Herr BACHXAHR paya ne a regulär 
nonthly salary of JOO DM; from the ERDE (lordvaatdeutsobar lundfunk) 

I an paid an average cf DM 400 for fraa-lanca contributions, and I 
raceira feaa from sereral newspapers for occaaional contributions, so 
that my total monthly inoome ia between 1200 and 1500 SM« 

Tbe naterlal fonnd in my posaesslon, «blch I bare surrendered rolunta- 
rily r and «hioh I «ball explain in detail, I obtalned in the followlng 
nannart 

(1) tbe copy of the raeord of an interrogation in the "FBIEDBICH" oaae 
dated 7 January 1954 I raceired fron lawyer Ir. FELDUANR*« offioa 
nanager, Bonn, Eaiserstr. 6, Tb« nana of thla offlce manag er ls 
Fraa RICHTEH. I do not know her address. Thie "FRIEDRICH" protoool 
ls a copy of the original, »ith a carbon copy 01 that oopy attaobed 
to it« 

(2) The coples of the letters exchanged between Her r HEIHZ, Wieabadan, 
and Ir. JOBB, Cologne, I raceived fron the Journalist LESCREIIffl, 
Bonn, Pressehaus. Thls copy X lent Dr, FELDMARK for a while, who 
oopied it for himself, as far as I know. 

(?) An article, also found ln my poaäesslon, «ritten in the nanner of 
an acoount of eye— «itnesses (notei hereafter called "tha etory"), 
was obtalned from Herr OTTO, Siegburg, Lulsenstr. 149« Part of 
thls article f «rote oyself. It conslsts of 70 (79 T) pages, and 
tha caae "FEIEDP.ICH" prorided the basls for the ideas express«! in 
it. 

(4) I also obtalned from Dr. FELDHANH tbe "Botaprint" oopy of tha In— 
dlotnent of the Chief Federal Prosecutor in Karlsruhe ln tha 
ERBTH cass dated 17 September 1952. There must be a oomplete ex— 
tract of the. KHTOH doesier among the material found in my poeeeesion, 
Thie, too, comee from Lawyer Dr. FELDMARK. Both items wer« glven ne 
in Dr. PELDMAKH’s Office, ln his presence. I do not raoall with 
certalnty whether Frau EICHTER gave it to me. 

I «hall discuoB the other documents ln detail afterwards. 

Before I enter into details, I ehould like to describe my conneotion 
with Lawyer Dr. FELDUAKN. Eben a Charge had been filed against me ln 
1952 for bodily Injury etc«, Dr, FKLDMARN was reoommended to ne. I 
aeked hin to defend me, and I *aa eatisfied with his work. Afterwards 
Dr, FELIMAHR acted on my behalf in a lease lawBuit againot my mother-, 
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»hloh was very unpleasant to me. In the oourse af thls la»euit ao 
very personal matter» »er« discuesed that »e got to kno» each othsr 
T.ry »all« Afterwards Ir. FEL HUHN suggeeted that »e oall eaoh other 
"Du”, »hloh ve h&Te done evsr eines. W» ast ln private life, and ve 
rery oftea vieited restaurants and other puhlio places together. In 
the course of tiae I Xeamed that Sr. FELDMARK had been, or »as, a 
I defense counael in sereral espionage cases« The first oa3e he told 

ae about »as the case of Frau EHUTH. Sr. FELIKlHd of oourse kne» 

. »eil enough that I aa a Journalist. 1 asked him whsther, and to »hat 

•xtsnt, that case oould be uaed for joumalistio purposes. Dr.FELD- 
MANH »as affable, and told his Office aanager to give me »hat I night 
think »ould be neoessary. 

I The FRIEDSICH case 

It was at the ead of 1953 , or at the beglnnlng of 1954» that Sr« 

I FELffllAHH nentioned to ae for the first time the "FRIEDRICH" Oase. 

Correotiost lt »as before Christmas 1953» Shortly after»ards I saw 
Br« FELDMAHH in his of fl oe, ^and FELDMANS gare ae a photostat of the 
' record »hloh »as lade of an interrogation of FRIEDRICH InWlesbaden, 

»hlch, lf ny memory eerre» ae right, was slgned by a Herr von 
SBEDBITZ. Thl» was of no Interest to me ae I could not uee it. I 
, nerer sa» the original. Nor did I see a file »hich might bare had 

bearing on lt. I do not kno» where the photoatat esme fron. But I 
do kno» that Br« FELDMARK has Instruments with »hioh to make his o»n 
photostate, » 

Approxima tely in mid-January 1954» Frau RICHTER rang me up and told 
^ me that I had been »rong in the "FRIEDRICH" case and that it »ae in- 

r deed "hot". Frau RICHTER dispelled my doubts by reading to me, ofer 

the phone, sereral lines of »hat she had. I found afterwarde that it 
»as the (juestloning on ^ January 1954 by the judge. I may add that 
Br. FELDMARK had told me before of a conversation he had had »ith the 
prisoner FRIEDRICH. Br. FELDIiAHR did not particularly call my atten- 
tion to the FRIEDRICH case, but told me this conversatiopally. 

While talking to Frau RICHTER on the phone, I Btill thought that the 
matter »aa of no use to me. Still, I asked Frau RICHTER to maks me a 
copy. A f ew dayB later Frau RICHTER gare me the cop'y »Ith a oarbon 
copy, in the Office of Br. FELDMARK. che happened to mention that 
ehe had made part of the copy at hone. Ae far as I remeaber, Br. 
FELDMAHN »as present when ehe gare it to me. I have not giren a re- 
ooapensatlon elther to Br. FELDMANH or to Frau RICHTER in thls oase. 

I offered''nothing, and neither of them demanded anythlng from me. 

In i sgard to my personal relations »ith Br, FELDMARK and »ith Frau 
RICHTER I rieh to explaia in generali I have mentionsd before that 
we used to oeet rather often in restaurants etc», sometlmes ln the 
Company of a few friendB, socetimes »ith a larger nunber of friends. 

The bills were paid either by Dr. FELD HA NH, or by myself, sometlmee 
ky o£her persons, I do not reoall that at any suoh oocasion I paid 
much rnore than Br. FELDMARK used to pay. In regard to Fran RICHTER 
I must say that approximately in aid-Kovember 1953 I gare her a check 
over 150 Bll, Frau RICHTER Had asked me for it and said ahe »as in 
financial diff icultisa . She promised to return the money not latsr 
than 1 March 1954» I intentionally made out the check in the nasse of 
RICHTER in order to be able to uns it in case Br, FELDMARK should at 
any time send me a bigh bill. Ineidentally, I »ould never have preseed 




Trau RICHTER for the money* To thla day I har« not reoeired the money. 

I think, Frau SICHTER needed it for trainfare for an aunt of hera who 
was oomtng fron tha Saat aona. ia far aa I know Frau RICHTER is Dr. 
FELIdtANR i a fienoAe. 

Th« oorraspondano« batwean HEINZ and Et. JOHSi 

I hare known tha Journalist LESCRENIER ainoa 1949. Fe oftan net in the 
Bundaahaus raataurant, and talked about spaoifioally joumallatlo Prob- 
lems. LESCRENIER kn er that I was partloularly interaeted ln tha HEINZ 
oaae. Soma threa weeks a go ha offered me oopiea of tha oorreapondenoa 
between HEINZ and Br. JOHN. He ge re na the document in hla offloa in 
Bonn, Freasehana T, in the presenoe of hia seoratary. He reoelvad no 
remuneration for it fron ee. LESCREHIER kaows HEINE well, and aocording 
to his own statament he receired the document fron HEINZ himeelf. I 
know that exoorpts of thia letter wer« publlahed by "DER SPIEGEL", and 
that in addition HEINZ bad sent thi^s letter to Ministerialdirektor 
Ritter Ton LEX and State Seoretary Br. GLOSSE. 

In the quartera oonneated with uy profossisc it is general Knowledge that 
Herr HEINZ ia trying to beoome a Journalist. Therefore, he is making 
efforts to establish Connections with nany groups. I thlnk it ia ont of 
auch efforts that he gave a copy 4f this letter to LESCBEHIHt, who 
paaaed it on to me. 

The "atory" i 

Thia report of JB pagea waa coaposed by the joumaliet BTTO and myaelf, 

It waa baaed chiefly upon »hat we gathered froa the lnterrogatlon protoool 
in the FRIEBHICH oaae. Some ideas were taken fron the book "Rote Ka- 
pelle". The article is aade up in a manner eultable to the aodexn reader's 
mini. Certain persona llke Borischenko, Hirschfeld, etc. are referred to 
by their renl names. 

The KHOTH caeei 

Ae I hare mentloned before, the entire doesier of the KNOTH oaae »a« giwen 
me approxlmataly in mid-January 1954 in Bt. FELBMANN's offloa. I do not 
remaaber whethar Br, FELBJIANN gare ae the file hinself, or whether it wae 
Freu HICflTER who gare it me. Howewer, st any rate Br. FELÜMANN had giren 
lnetruetions to hand the dossler oTer to me. It had a thiok, but muoh — 
handled cardboard coTer, As far as I know, this dossier oontained erery- 
thing which waa at all existing in the INBTH caee. I aa not eure whether 
the eardboard corer waa red. Hör do I know whether it is the original of 
the Court' e Records, Although I am being told that in Tiew of the ooples 
on hand there can oe no doubt that it is the Court' e Records, I still 
maintaln what I aaid. This Collection of dooumente, and tue "Rotaprint" 
copy of the Indio tment , of the Chief Federal Prosecutor, as well as the 
numerou8 copies attached to thsa, I receired in the file Just as they are 
lying here. I do no t know who made the Rotaprint oopy of the Indictment, 
nor who made the extraots from tho original dossler. In the meantiae it 
Haa coae back to aa that durlng a conTersation at his offloa FELDMANN 
spoke to Frau RICHTER about copies of tbese documents. I do not know 
whether she mads them herseif. I presuao that at the time when the trial 
was being bald Frau RICHTER travsled to Karlsruhe and made the oopiea 
there, It is being pointed out to me that the K50TH Indictment is the 
original of a Rotaprint oopy of the Federal High Court, stamped "Gehedm"| 
but I must Bay that at the time I dil not glre it a thought. I haT# -no 
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knowledgo of original doounents of this kind. In the BTUTH oaae, I did 
not attrlbuta auoh laportanoa to thia copyi in partioular, I did not 
gire it a thought that thls night ha an original. I thatght that, if 
Br. FELBHANN gart oe suoh natarial, it vould ba h i a atufi. Thera- 
fora, I asamaed that tha ataap "Oahain" vaa put on it by Br. FELBHANN. 

Thara is no reoord anong theaa papara of an intarrogatlon of FRIEDRICH 
ln lieabadan whioh baara the algnature of tha Crlnlnal Officar Ton 
SETDLITZ. HoTerer, I know that thia reoord is in Br. FELBkANH ' a offioe. 
I sa* it thera myaelf, and I and »y oollaagua OTTO parused it in a 
reetaurant after haTlng hean giren it by Br. FELIkANN. I ratumed tha 
docuaant aftarrarda to FELDMANS >a offlsa. We wäre both of tha oplnion 
that w< oould not use it. 

Salt of the "Story"t 

About t vo or threa reales ago, the press, in general, repeatedly pub- 
lished artlcles on e Spionage onses; thay paid a good deal of attention 
to the HEINZ caae, Thia aade ne decide to offer our atory to tha press, 
after haring come to an agraement with ny oolleaguas, 

At first I contaeted the "Beutsche Illustrierte", and one day I rooeiTed 
the vlslt of a Herr PRINZ, Bonn representatire of tha "BcutBohe Illu- 
atriarta”. Düring tha conrarsation the amount of 11.000-13.000 Bk eaa 
nentloned. Correctioni Herr PklHZ and I spoke of 1000 Bk for each 
instalment, vhich is tha sum normally psid for s atory of that kind. 

Höre Ter, ss tha papers have adopted the habit of printlng as auch aa 
posslblo in one editi^n, so that there are only few lnstalaenta, I pre- 
ferred a lumpsun. That «ae »hy *e talked about 11-13,000 Bk. Tha nego- 
tiations did not lead snywhere. I offered PRINZ only thia Btory. Thera 
was no talk of the intarrogstion of FRIEDRICH. I Berbly thought that it 
would he good to show tha reoord of the in terrogation to »haterer re- 
präsentative »ould aee i"e, ss a kind of proof that the report contained 
facts. 

Anotker offer to the illustrated weekly "Huick", whoBe repreBentatlTa in 
Bonn is WOLLÜ, wae nahe by OTTOt I tsb preBent at the negotiatlone ln 
their later etsges. Here, too, only the Btory »aa offered. In offer to 
prore its oredibility, he »as read aome paesagee of the racord of the 
interrogation. In thii oa6e, too, it »as not diaoussed whetter th# 
reoord of the questioning should be attached if the deal ahould oome off. 
As in tha first casa, »e denanded 1000 BM per initalnent. No lunpBum 
»aa nentioned. 

OTTO, Oraf Ton FISKEN STEIN, and KALTHOFF nade efforts to seil tha atory 
elaawhera. Herr KALTHQFF, »ho has not been long in Bonn, and »ho pub- 
/■liahta an Infornation Oarvioe for Lawyera, OTTO, and Graf Ton FUCKEH- 
STEIN ara friende of mlne. This friendship is nainly based on the faot 
■ that the Office of the Federal Ohsnoellor ie planning to Bet up a "Re- 
daktion z.b.V." (literallyi Offioe of EditflT»_ f or Speoial Uissiona), 
whoee chief will be OTTO. Graf von FIRCKEK STEIN, myself, and a cortain 
Br. WEBE- (President of the Fedsrnl Press Conferenoa) will probably be 
essistants. Xt will he the miusion of this newly to be establiebed 
agency, to prepare certnin reports to influence public oplnion,' and 
human Interest storiea« 

It is natural that »e alao hud a common Interest in the aale of oor 
Btory, It was also planned to cover espionage oases in Order to keep 
the population inforaeu. 
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As far aa X kno», th» »tory haa be.n offarad to the followiflg papere, 
by the persona aa lndicatadi 

(1) Graf roa FINCIEHSTEIH offered lt to the CDU Bundestag delegate 
BtfCERIBS who ia the publiBher of "S t e r n M and "2 e i t". I 
lenow no detalls of this offar. 

(2) Graf r 0 n FIICEENSTEI» offarad it to "B e ▼ u e"| I know no de- 
t&ils, and th* nogoti&tions &r* etill pendingf 

(3) Graf Ton FX5CREWSTEIH also offered it to n T i u •") I kno ./ no 
detail a about this either; 

( 4 ) OTTO olf*r*d it to "Abendpoat " \ th* reeult is not y*t kno wn j 

(5) KALTHCFF ie at present negotiating rith a newepaper in Esa*n; I 
do not know it? name# 

OTTO and I al so wrote a story of the KNUTE doounent*, on vhi^h wo 
started at the begirming of Jenuaxy of thi6 year, and vhioh appeared 
at the beginning of Februory und$r the um of Heinz OITO'. He ehould 
be able to makc Statements because it was he who conducted. the negotia- 
tions. 

The oorreBponöence between HEINZ and Er* JOHN, ae it is here, was not 
offered for Bale by me, or by any of the other gentlemen. Its oon- 
tents as well as the reoord of FRIFDRICE 1 b questioDing were U6#d in 
th* etory wo wrote* 

Four or five copies were made of the titory on KNUTH on which OTTO and 
I had worked together, OTTO wrote it, and fce will be-able te giv* 
ezaet Information on it# One copy is in the posseesion of ZOQKLMANN, 
edltor-in-chief of "Fortschritt" in Duesseldorf, ^orringerstrass*« 

The "Heidenheimer Zeitung", Seat and publisher unknown, ha« a eecond 
oopy* A Publishing house "MO STAB" has the third copy; ite seat and 
publiaher are unknown. 

OTTO will be able to state where the other copies are. 

Aa far aa I know, th« material on the KNüTH caee, eepecially th* In- 
dictment and the extraots from the acta, have not been read by anybody 
but by OTTO and myself, The re is a chance that Graf von FINCKES STEIN 
aay have eeen it. 

I do not know how many copieo are existing of th* etory on th* FRIED- 
EICH cßsa. I think there must be 4 or 5 copiee. I know that 

one oo py waa giren hy LALTHOFF to an Essen paper for perusal, 
and on* copy waa given by OTTO to "Abendpost" in Frankfurt/Main, 
also for perusal. 

Th* third copy ls here among my papers. 

OTTO ahould be sbl6 to say how many copiee there are, and whare they 
are. 

Of the queetioning of FRIFDRICH by the Investigating Judge thex* are, 
as far ae I know, only these two copies here. I do not know whether 
Frau RICHTER made more carbon copie3. I am certain that OTTO, Graf 
von FINCKEK STEIN, VOLLER of "Quick", and the "Revue" representative 
from Munich read it* It ie possible that LALTHOFF saw it, but that 
I do not know. 

In regard to the questioning of FRIEDRICH by the Judge I may explain 
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that I learned from Dr# FELDMAHH that the oase is not yet diemisaed. 
Correottoni I did not leorn thia fron Dr* FELDMANN; I mean I had 
heard notking about FRIEDRICH having been conYieted* is Dr, FELDMAKN 
had not fiYon me anything on FRIEDRICH for sooe time, I van under the 
Impression that the inveatigatione by the judge had been olosed. Dr« 
FELD Mi NH did not teil me to keep silent about the reoord o f FRIEDRICH* e 
queationing. He merely asked ne not to teil that I had obtained this 
material from hin. He nerer mentioned eecrecy. He did knov that the 
recorde rere to be U9ed for a atoxy* 

Bor tho past eix weeks I hare hardly been in touoh with Dr« FELDMARK, 
although I did not aotually break vith. him. The reaeon is this« 

La the oourse of a eonTersation in the Office of Dr* FELDMARK, ln the 
preeenoe of Frau RICHTER, Dr* FELDMANR, »ho kept me poated on hie 
Tißite to FRIEDRICH, suggosted that I accompany him on one of hie trips 
to Karlsruhe* There ho would hare opportunitios to glre me FRIEDRICH* a 
clandoatine lettere (Xacaiber) for exploitation, »hich he night reoeiTe 
from FRIH)RICH when he called on* him in hie capacity of defense counsel* 
Dr. FELDMARK and FRIEDRICH had agreed that FRIEDRICH ahould make notea 
on paper bags — the glueing of »hi sh vas his work in pri3on — and 
sboLtld gire them to Dr. FELDMARK »ho would fonrard them. As far as I 
know, theae notea contained detaila of FRIEDRICH* a life* I raised ob- 
jections to such material, and FCLDHA'TN replied -.hat he had a good 
momory, and that he would be abla to bring over certain inforxation, 

The main purpoaa of thic trip was for Dr* FELDMAKN to be taken to Karls- 
ruhe end back in aiy car. I had the impre3aion that he »anted to sare 
trainfare and time. I refueed to make the trip beoauJe I had no deelre 
to become guilty of a punlaheble offense, and because thie haa nothing 
to do with joumalism. 

3ome time before, also in Dr* ?ELDMAHK r 3 Office, and in the presence of 
Frau RICHTER, Dr* FELDiLANN spoke of his trip to East Berlin. He wanted 
to aee Kurt FRIEDRICH, brother of the iniprioonod FRIEDRICH. In tUla 
caae I also i%fused to moka tae trip. I think this wa3 at tho end of 
January 1954, or at the beginning of February. I voiced certain ob- 
jectionc; eapecially did I point out that no documenta of any klnd 
should be taken to Berlin. I caonot aay »hether Ir. FELDMANN was in 
the possession of the Court 1 o Records, or whether it was only his own 
personal file »hich he took along« Upon his retum Dr. FELDMARK 
related that he liad left the doouaent6 in ’ffest Berlin, and that he had 
gone to Esst Berlin alone. There he had been retained for seTeral hours, 
and it was demanded that he produce the doouments. He pretunded that he 
would go and pick up the documenta in West Berlin, and then return to 
East Bed. in; they let kirn go, but he did not return to East Berlin. 

From what Frau RICHTER told ao I know tbat Dr, FELDtiMHH was overdua for 
thrce dayo; thit ia, he could not be reachad. Shs had several time a 
telephonsd, or aeat telegrams, to Dr. FELDMAN21 in We3t Berlin at the 
addres3 of a friend with whom he stayed and s ao had taken him to Berlin 
in his pauaenger car, but alle had feceived uo anewer. Also, Dr« FELD- 
MARK wsa acoompaal ed by a Fraeulein WEIS from Bonn, vrho, ao far aa I 
know, accompanied him to the Eaat 3ector. Frl. WB 13 ßuould be able to 
teil iaore about it, 

hurtheroore, I know from conweraat Ions with Dr, PELD/lAffN, that FRIEDRICH 
had given him a certain telephone number which Dr. FELDMAN waa to ce.ll 
»hen in East Berlin. It is poaaiole that this is Kurt FRIEDRICH 1 b 



telephone number, I know no more about it, I think P rau RICHTER ha» 
that number. 

I learned fron Br. FEBDJUHH that shortly aftar he had been appolnted 
defense oonnsel for FRIEDRICH he vaa paid a fee of 500 DM by tba vife 
of the inprieoned FRIEDRICH vbo lives in fest Berlin. After a vhile 
Frau FRIH1RICH left West Berlin and soved in vitb her brother-in-lav 
Hurt FRIEDRICH in Rast Berlin. 

Finali/ I vish to add that I advlasd Herr FELDRAHH before he made hie 
trip to Berlin to eontaot the Federal Criainal Agency. I repeated 
this adviee vhen he related his experienoea upon Ub re tu rn fron Ber- 
lin, He made no cooment, and vhen aftervards I onoe aore referred to 
it a Dr. FELDKAHI aaid that ha had nade. a detailed report to the Senior 
Publio Proseoutor ORCZEZEWSEI of the Oberlandasgericht in Cologne. 

I ehould like to add to ty llst conceming the aale of the K50TH atory 
the' RUDI Publishing House in Frankfurt./lfein or Bad Boaburg vhere OTTO 
offered one oopy of the story. OTTO oan teil more about it* 

I vlsh to emphasire that the searcb of my deelt ln my Office, and of 
other Containers <as nade vith my definite approval. I subnlt Tolun- 
tarily the vritten material whioh the offlolals carried off. 1 do not 
vant a detail : d llst. 

I have been told that I must hold oyself at the disposal of this agency 
at any time, and I shall iaaediately follov each ranoci. I shall not 
contact any person mentioned in the conrse of tnia Interrogation, nor 
talk to anybody of the aatters diecuesed here, 

I bave been able to follov the intexrogation in all lt^kartB, and I 
think I have eald everythlng vhicb night bare bearing upon the case.
